I. BIDDING 

Each lot will be sold to the highest bidder UNRESERVED at a slight advance 
over the next highest bid. In the event of floor disputes, the auctioneer’s 
determination shall be final. All bids are to be per lot; no lots will be broken. 
We reserve the right to reject any bid that we believe has not been submitted 
in good faith. 

II. MAIL BIDDERS 

No commission will be charged for executing mail bids. When a mail bidder 
submits the high bid on a lot, he will be awarded the lot at a nominal 5 to 10% 
advance over the second highest bid. (For further explanation, see An 
Important Note to Mail Bidders, pg. iv.) In the event of tie winning mail bids, 
the first bid received will be awarded the lot. Bids are accepted in whole 
dollars only. All others will be rounded to the nearest dollar. No unlimited or 
"buy" bids will be accepted. All bid sheets must be signed; company bids must 
be submitted with a personal signature. We cannot assume responsibility for 
any errors made as to lot numbers or amount on mail bid sheets, so check 
your bid sheet carefully. 

III. LIMITING TOTAL PURCHASES 

New England Rare Coin Auctions offers the service of limiting total purchases 
of mail bidders. This service is available only to those bidders who wish to limit 
their purchases to $1,000 or more. To limit purchases, fill in the proper area 
on the mail bid form. Bids may then be submitted for amounts up to three 
times the amount of your limit total figure. 


IV. ESTABLISHING CREDIT TO BID 

Bidders who have not established credit must furnish satisfactory references 
or send a deposit of 25% of the total amount of their bids. Deposits are 
applicable to purchases; unused portions will be promptly refunded after the 
sale. No deposit is required for bids totaling less than $100. Establishing credit 
to bid is used to show the good faith of the bidder and does not establish a 
shipment before payment account. 

V. PAYMENT 

Terms of this sale are strictly CASH with PAYMENT in U.S. funds DUE 
IMMEDIATELY upon receipt of invoice. All late remittances will be subject to 
interest charges. Lots delivered in Florida will be subject to applicable sales 
tax. Delivery of lots at the sale will be contingent upon prior credit ar¬ 
rangements. Postage and insurance costs will be added on lots shipped. We 
reserve the right to obtain payment in full before delivery of lots. Title does 
not pass until lots are paid for in full. 


VI. AUTHENTICITY 

All lots are guaranteed genuine. Requests to return coins must be made in 
writing within 3 days of receipt of the coins. Late remittance for purchases, 
however, is cause to negate this privilege. (No lots may be returned after 
February 11, 1980, except for reasons of authenticity.) No lots purchased by 
floor bidders may be returned. The return lot must be intact in its original 
holder. AUCTION SALES ARE NOT APPROVAL SALES.

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QUANTITATIVE GRADING SYSTEM 


AN IMPORTANT NOTE TO MAIL BIDDERS 


New England Rare Coin Auctions uses the grading terminology as inter¬ 
preted from the “Official ANA Grading Standards for United States Coins’’. 
The ANA’s terminology is very simple and straightforward. It includes only 
eleven letter classifications. The numerical scale adapted from The Sheldon 
Grading System remains the heart of the ANA system and is somewhat 
simplified to make grading more standardized.

If you are submitting mail bids, you may have some questions regarding how we execute your 
bids. When we receive mail bid sheets, they are sequentially assigned bidder numbers. The bids 
on each sheet are then transferred into a master bid book for the auction. For example, let's say 
we receive your bids and assign you bidder *749. We would then post your bids into the master 
book as shown in the diagram below.

Just before the auction starts, based on the mail bids submitted, we record what the opening bid 
will be on each lot in the column marked “opening bid" (as shown above). This opening bid is 
determined by increasing the second highest bid received on a given lot by 5-10%. For example, 
we received mail bids of $250, $500, & $1,000 for Lot 658. The second highest bid (i.e. $500) 
increased by 5-10% is $550. Therefore, $550 is the figure recorded in the "opening bid” 
column. Now, if there is no floor activity on the lot, you (as bidder *759) are awarded the lot at 
$550. If there is floor activity on the lot, we will act as your agent and bid competitively for you. If 
the amount you bid is not exceeded by a buyer on the floor, you will be awarded the lot at 
wherever the bidding stopped. 


Special note: MS-69 and Proof-69 will denote nearly perfect Mint State 
and Proof coins. Additional numerical grades may be used on Mint State and 
Proof coins. Split grades indicate obverse/reverse grade. For example, 
63/67 indicates that the obverse is Choice and the reverse is Superb. 

Special note: Mishandled Proofs will be graded as any circulated coin 
and may be classified as Proof-40, denoting an Extremely Fine coin or 
Proof-55, etc. 


New England Rare Coin Auctions will continue to describe the coin 
beyond its numerical grade, describing depth of strike, defects, color, lustre 
and other important factors. The goal being to provide the maximum infor¬ 
mation about a coin’s condition through description and photography. 


It is important to emphasize that the bid you submit on a lot should always be the absolute 
maximum that you would be willing to pay for that lot. Following the above procedure, we will 
always try to obtain the lot for you as inexpensively as possible; you will not necessarily have to 
pay the full amount of your bid. As a matter of fact, nearly 70% of our mail bidders are awarded 
their successful purchases at less than their top bids. All of our auctions are unreserved, too. This 
means we do not allow reserve bids, and every coin in our sales is sold to the highest bidder. 


New England Rare Coin Auctions offers many special services for its mail bidders. Our Exhibition 
Service offers you the opportunity to personally view the lots before placing your bids. Our 
Personal Bidding Service offers you your own personal agent at our auctions. (Further 
information on both these services is in the front section of this catalog.) We also allow you to 
limit the total amount of your purchases (consult the Terms and Conditions of Sale for further 
details). This way you can submit more bids, greatly increasing your chances of successfully 
obtaining one or two coins of your choice without overextending your budget

Dear Fellow Numismatist, 


I am quite proud to be participating in this year’s Florida United Numismatists 
Convention. New England Rare Coin Auctions has long awaited the opportunity 
to conduct the annual auction that historically has been the premiere Spring Con¬ 
vention in the world of U.S. numismatics. We were quite excited to be accepted as 
the auctioneer firm, and have been pleased with the reception and superb 
material consigned by many of the local and national numismatists in U.S. 
coinage. 

For this, our leadoff auction for 1980, we have been able to gather a select 
group of U.S. material: from superb type coins to virtually complete series of 
U.S. coinage in Small Cents through U.S. Dimes. Many of these are highlighted 
in the black-and-white and color plates in this catalog. 

The F.U.N. Sale offers an interesting array of U.S. and foreign coins, from 
Colonial through U.S. gold. E.A.C. members can choose from a select offering of 
Large Cents. The F.U.N. Auction also offers: a nearly complete set of Indian 
Cents in gem (proof and business strike condition): and an array of U.S. Lincolns, 
including virtually every key date. The odd denominations of Two Cent Coppers 
and Three Cent Pieces are well represented, featuring a virtually complete run of 
individual Two Cent Pieces^ including a “64 Small Motto” grading MS-63, and 
Proof examples of 1872 and 1873. 

Outstanding among the virtually complete offering of Three Cent Nickels are 
an 1877 Proof-69 of “incredible and unimprovable quality”, an 1866 Proof-67 and 
a scarce 1865 Proof-63. Although lacking the 1886 variety, the Three Cent 
Nickels include business strike examples of 1879 through 1887. A complete series 
of U.S. Shield and Liberty Nickels are offered, as well as a fine selection of key 
date Buffalo Nickels. 

The U.S. silver section opens with a virtually complete year set of Bust Half 
Dimes along with many key date Seated No Stars and Stars Half Dimes. This 
section features a “superb” 1849/8 MS-67 and a scarce 1854-0 Arrows MS-60. 
Highlights of the U.S. Dime offerings include a “toned” 1879 Seated Dime 
Proof-63; a fully struck 1886 in MS-65, 1844 Little Orphan Annie dime in MS-60 
and a superb 1870, MS-67 dime along with a nearly complete set of Barber Dimes 
in superb condition, exemplified by a 1911-D, full strike in MS-65 and 1905-0 and 


1906-0 in gem quality: and a complete set of Mercury Dimes, including many 
multiple key dates and featuring a 1921 full bands in MS-65 and a 1921-D MS-67, 
full bands and 100% fully struck. A nearly complete date selection of Twenty Cent 
Pieces is to be sold. 

U.S. Quarters are highlighted by over 50 lots of gem Proof and Business 
Strike coins. Among these are an impressive selection of Seated and Barber 
Quarters. There is also a nearly complete run of Standing Liberty Quarters, in¬ 
cluding a 1924 MS-69, full head and shield, lacking only the difficult 1927-S. 
Choice Bust Half and Reeded Edge Half Dollars are exemplified by a Gem MS-65 
1836 Reeded Edge specimen. Two prime examples, an 1854 Arrows in MS-65, 
fully struck, and a scarce 1855-0 Arrows in AU-50, along with a Gem 1851-0 
and superb MS-67 1862 characterize the select quality of Seated Half Dollars. 

Key date examples of 1917-S obverse, 1921 and 1923-S highlight the offering 
of Walking Liberty Halves. A frosty and well struck 1853 MS-65 illuminates the 
choice offering of Seated Dollars. Morgan Dollars are virtually complete and 
Peace Dollars are replete with many prooflike gem examples. 

The U.S. gold section is highlighted by an exquisite offering of $1 gold pieces 
in MS-63 to MS-67; a complete set of $2 1 /2 Indians; and a virtually complete set of 
$5 Indian pieces. Liberty $5 gold includes such notable specimens as an 1849-D 
in VF-35, 1851-D in EF-40, condition census 1875-CC, AU-50, and a spectacular 
full strike 1890-CC in MS-63. Ten Dollar gold is replete with rarities including 
many choice and gem examples, as well as an 1873-CC, VF-30 (15 to 20 known), 
superb 1892-CC, MS-67 and a virtually complete set of Ten Dollar Indians. 

Many Early CC $20’s and a nearly complete run of St. Gaudens with a “much 
in demand” MS-63 1924-D and an MS-60 1927-S are featured among the $20 
gold pieces. The Commemorative coin collector will find over a score of P.D.S. 
sets as well as a multiple of key dates in MS-67 to MS-69 condition. 

This auction’s offering of over 1,500 choice lots is most extensive in its selec¬ 
tion of U.S. type coins ranging in price from $300 to $2,000! Notably, the Morgan 
Dollars and Peace Dollars are represented with over 130 lots, along with many 
rare dollar varieties and extensive starter sets of Morgan and Peace Dollars. 

Overall, U.S. gold is replete with choice material, along with an extensive 
consignment of $1 gold, $5 gold and U.S. $20 double eagles. A notable addition 
of this sale is the quality offering of California Gold pieces. These coins have only 
recently begun to receive a price surge, and interest is quite high with many 
superb 25 cent and 50 cent pieces realizing $300 to $900! 

My best wishes for successful bidding in this Sale. We look forward to having 
you rejoin us in April at the annual Metro New York Convention, where we’ll be 
conducting the Metropolitan New York Auction.
